’36 Births Exceed Deaths in Gettysburg, 4 Townships 


A. W. Ramer, Register of Vi­ 
tal Statistics, Reports 277 
Visits of Stork.

IRTHS far exceeded deaths in 
Gettysburg 
and 
four 
fiur- 
rounding tow’nships during the 
year of 1936, the reports of A. W. 
Ramer, Chambersburg street, reg­ 
ister of vital statistics, reveal. In 
Gettysburg borough and Cumber­ 
land, Straban. Freedom and High­ 
land townships there w'ere 171 
deaths last year, while the stork 
made 277 visits in the same pe­ 
riod. 
On the basis of figures that are 
available in Mr. Ramer’s records, 
there seems to have been an in­ 
crease in the birth rate in this 
area in 1936 over a corresponding 
period in 1935. 
Detailed data on 
the birt., and death rates in the 
five districts are not available 
farther back than September I, 
1935, when Mr. Ramer became the 
register. 
During the last four 


months of 1935, there were 71 
births as compared wa th 86 for the 
same four months of last year. 
Deaths in the same periods were 
almast equal, there being 50 
in 
1935 and 51 last year. 
Tile 
Grim 
Reaper 
took the 
heaviest toll of lives in this area 
in 1936 in the month of June 
when deaths equalled births at 19 
each. In all other months of last 
year, 
births 
w'ere 
considerably 
ahead 
of 
deaths. 
While the 
greatest number of deaths was re­ 
corded in June, the month of Jan­ 
uary was a close second with 18. 
The low point for deaths in 1936 
was reached last month w’hcn 
only nine were reported to Mr. 
Ramer. 
Births were most numerous in 
the month of February when, in 
spite of the fact that there were 
only 29 days, the stork made no 
less than 27 trips to set a record 
for the year. The months of April 


December Lowest Month for 
Deaths With Nine; Total 
For Year 171. 


and August tied for second honors 
with 26 apiece. October was next 
with 25. The number of births by 
months of the year follow': Jan­ 
uary, 22; February, 27; March, 23;

October, 25; November, 23, and 
December, 19. 
The records show that deaths in 
the area occurred as follow: Jan­ 
uary, 18; February, 17; March, 16;

Report to Con press Proposes 
Social Welfare and Public 
Works Divisions. 


Washington, Jan. 12 (AP).—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt proposed to congress 
today one of the most sweeping gov­ 
ernmental reforms in American his­ 
tory. 
He asked for two new executive 
departments—social 
welfare 
and 
public works—and for six executive 
assistants, 
h a r d - w o r k i n g men 
clothed In anonymity who wrould be 
always at his hand in the White 
House. 
He asked also that congress “re­ 
store to the executive complete re­ 
sponsibility for accounts and finan­ 
cial transactions” and make the 
comptroller 
general 
an 
‘‘auditor 
general,” giving his present audit 
duties to the treasury and his ju­ 
dicial function to the attorney gen­ 
eral. 
To the w'pek-old congress he sug­ 
gested that the government*8 IOO in­ 
dependent 
commissions, 
corpora­ 
tions, authorities and the like be as­ 
signed to the regular departments, 
including the two proposed—a total 
of 12 in all. 
The report created considerable 
excitement in the legislative cham­ 
ber which had seen creation of no 
new department in 23 years. 
The 
last department formed was that of 
labor in 1913.

A resolution adopted at the Janu­

The Detroit News had the follow ■ 
ing to say about Gettysburg in one 
of its recent issues; 
GETTYSBURG’S ANCIENTS 
We are reminded th at Gettys­ 
burg, Pa., has a distinction other 
than th at of being the scene of 
the greatest battle ever fought on 
American soil. It is the country’s 
only town, large or small, that 
can boast two newspapers which 
are more than 118 years old. 
Through peace and strife the 
Star and Sentinel 
established in 
1800 and carrying an account of 
Washington’s death in its initial 
issue—and the Compiler, estab­ 
lished in 1818, have carried on. 
They appear on Saturdays, and it 
would be interesting to know how 
fully they covered the event of ’63 
outside their doors. 
T hat battle 
opened on a Wednesday, but did 
not conclude until Friday, which 
is crowding the deadline a bit, 
for a weekly. 
Gettysburg is a community to­ 
day of 5,500 souls, and one hopes 
there is among them now a few 
with the self-sufficiency and spirit 
of their sires. It was a burgess of 
Gettysburg who when told that 
Lee and Meade were converging 
on the place, sent warnings to the 
rival commanders, calling the at­ 
tention of each to a local ordinance 
against the discharge of firearms 
within the corporate limits. 


The Rev. R. Warren M attem, al­ 
though 3,000 miles from Gettysburg. 
is still interested in the town in 
which he received his higher edu­ 
cation.
